In antici- 
pation of the new tariff bill whloh ia 
expected to go into effect on May 1, 
mposing a duty o£ 1 cent and upwards 
per pound on all sugars imported Into 
the United States ,the sugar Importers 
are actively engaged in buying up all 
available sugar, both in tho markets of 
Germany and Cuba, for prompt ship- 
ment to this country in an effort to get 
the commodity into the market with- 
out paying to' the government the new 
tax. 


The comparatively small sugar out- 


put of Cuba, owing to the unsettled 
condition of the island, and the inabil- 
ity of the planters to grind, has made 
it necessary to depend largely on Java 
and Germany for the product and a 
large percentage of the article import- 
ed here during the past year has coma 
from these two countries. 


There is now stored in Hamburg for 


slvipment to this city alone more than 
15,000 tons of raw sugar, and steamers 
are being sent for as rapidly as they 
can be chartered and loaded. Four 
large steamers are now due here from 
Hamburg..

Numerous bills relating to the Pa- 


cific railroads were presented. 


One of Mr. Thurston's bills provided 


for the increase of all pensions. 


A resolution by Mr. Frye of Maine, 


calling for information as bo tlie oper- 
ation of civil service rules to river and 
harbor work, was agreed to after some 
criticism of civil service operations. 


Mr. Cockrell asked if the resolution 


was a step toward abolishing the civil 
service rules. 


Mr. Frye said It was a step toward 


abolishing th.?se rules so far as they 
related to liubor on engineering work 
of'the government. The president had 
extended the civil service rules to all 
classes of labor, so that an engineer 
officer way up on the Columbia river 
who wanted a laborer for river and 
h'arbor work had to apply to the civil 
service commission. "It is interfering 
with all manner of public work," de- 
clared Mr. Frye, "and it is absolutely 
absurd nnd stupid.'

into the house and got Holsinger's 
eighty-five-oaliber-sixty- two- shooting 
gatling gun.

the lots, will fall on the 18th of Mnrch. 
It commemorates one of the greatest 
events in Esther's life—the "saving of 
the Jewish people from universal mas- 
sacre planned by Hainan and consented 
to by the thoughtless cruelty of an 
Oriental despot. She and her cousin, 
Mordecai, appointed in memory of their 
deliverance the feast of Purim. 
It is 


celebrated in all Jewish communities 
with great enthusiasm. 


According to the Hebrew calendar, 


the fensfc comes on tho thirteenth day 
of the month Yeador, an embolismio 
month, or one inserted in the calender 
to produce regularity. 'It is the sev- 
enth mouth of the Jewish [year. 
The 


present year on the Hebrew calendar is 
6657. 
It 
began September 8, 189G, 


and will end September 27, 1897. 
In 


the annual issues by the "Burea des 
Longtitudes" of Paris for the year 
1897, 
appears tho following descrip- 


tion ofj^the {[Israelite calendar: The 
Jewish ""method 
of computing time 


dates back to the fourth century after 
Jesus Christ. 
It serves modern Jews 


principally as a means of fixing 'the 
dates of their festivals and religious 
ceremonies. 
In 
this 
calendar 
the 


months are regulated according to the 
moon and are known as lunar months, 
sometimes of 29 and sometimes of 80 
days each, and the year, when it is 
common, ia composed of 
12 lunar 


months and 13 lunar mouths when it is 
embolismic. 


The common year may have 358, 


854 or 355 days. 
In the first case it is 


defective; in the second regular and in 
the third abundant. 
In the same man- 


ner the embolismio year may have 888, 
384 and 385 days, being defective, 
regular and abundant, respectively. 


The common and the 
emboliBmio 


years succeed one another in such man- 
ner that after a period of 19 years the 
beginning of the Israelitish year will 
be exactly even with tho solar year. 
It is for this reason that the Jewish 
year is a lunar solar year, while the 
Julian, the Gregorian and the French 
Republican years are all purely solar, 
and the Mohammedan a purely lunar 
year.

. Carson, Nev., March 17. — This is the 
flay of the big fight. Corbett and Fitz- 
simmons have finished their training 
and now their prowess must decide in 
the ring who is entitled to the distinc- 
tion of champion pugilist of the world. 


All is activity at the ringside and 


thousands of people ''have gathered 
from all parts of the country to see the 
big event. 


Both men are in the pink of condi- 


tion. Corbett, according to the best 
judges, is more perfect physically than 
Fitzsiminons. They have worked hard 
and long. Corbett has tired out his 
trainers, while Fitzsimrnons assistants 
are said to be still fresh. Corbett is 
the favorite and he has been all along, 
but many believe Fitzsimmons has a 
good chance to win.- 


During the early morning the side- 


TFalks were crowded and the offices of 
the four hotels were full of people dis- 
cussing the fighit and the prospective 
"Winner. The poolroom was .well pat- 
ronized and the betting was lively. So 
far, at least, ?2p,000 has been bet on 
the result. If any large bets have been 
made here the arrangements were prl- 
rate. 


The sale of tickets was brisk and 


Dan Stuart feels more cheerful. How 
large, no one can tell, but it is now ex- 
pected. to reach 5,000. 


•Every train that arrived was late 


and it is n'ot unlikely that some people 
from the east now on their way here 
may not arrive In time to see the fight. 


Corbett is the favorite, among the 


betting men, but it can not be denied 
that there has been during the day an 
Increase In the esteem in which the 
chances of Fitzsimmons are held. 


Corbett enters the ring weighing 185 


pounds, three more than when he 
fought Mitchell. It is believed Fitz- 
simmons will weigh 165 pounds, al- 
though Julian said that he would be 
heavier than that "or between 170 and 
180." 
Julian said very plainly that 


Pltzslmmons would not concede more 
than 12 pounds to Corbett. 


Both men have carefully planned 


their battles, and while neither of 
them will discuss the. matter, it is evi- 
•dent that both have given the matter 
much thought. 


Their plans of battle are well under- 


stood, however, despite the 
secrecy

fighters and their trainers. Corbett 
will flght a careful battle, and for sev- 
eral rounds at least, will endeavor to 
keep his antagonist at arm's length.

For the first flverounds, at least, it is 


the intention of the Corbett party to 
have their man fight in a defensive 
manner, particularly with his hands. 


Fitzsimmons hns also planned to go 


a triile slow for the first round or two 
but after that he will endeavor to get 
close to his man and land one of those 
awful right banders which have many 
times returned him a winner. Fitz- 
simmons is not capable, by reason of 
his aggressive temperament, for re- 
maining on the defensive for any great 
length of time, and he knows well that 
Ms strength lies In offensive fighting. 


In all things he is unconventional 


and original. He follows methods in 
his training which will not suit one 
man in thousands, but under them he 
considers himself to be perfection. He 
fights according to notions of his own 
and he is always victorious. He said 
of himself: "I have have never fought 
any man on the same plan that I 
fought anybody before him and I never 
try to tell myself how to fight bofore I 
begin. When the time comes I go aa 
my instincts tell me and that .is all I 
can tell about it." 


Fitzsimmons declares that in the 


event of his losing the fight he will 
leavo 'the country. 


"What else is there for me to do?" he

A 
fighter always takes chances no mat- 
ter what he is tip against. One thing 
is sure, if I lose I will leave the United 
States."
